Issued by the Department of Agri- 
culture, Province of Alberta, Ed- 
monton, July 11th, 1931. 


Acccrding to Telegraphic reporte 
receive by the Lepartment of Ag- 
riculture on Friday, rain has been fair. 
ly general over most of the Province 
during the past ten days. In some 
districts there was as much as eight 
inches in the month of June. The 
dry weather of the spring caused th 
early sown grain to head with shor 
struw and rather thin stand, Late 
seedings are stooling well, and al 
crops have greatly improved with th 
recent rains and warm growing weath 
er, 
In parts of the south ane) south 
eastern central districts the heavy 
winds and dry weather during th: 
month of May caused serious damage 
so that the wheat in these areas wil 
be alight crop. In the districts wes 
and east of Edmonton to the Sask- 
atchewan border and through the 
north-eastern area the crops show t 
heavy stand. From present pros- 
pects it would appear that this dis- 
trict will have one of the heaviesi 
crops it has yet produced. 

Good conditions exist through th 
north-western section, Crops nort! 
of the Peace shaw strong growth wit! 
about 30% in head. South of th 
. viver more rain is needed, though no 
thing is suffering at present. 

Grasshoppers have been active i 
small districts in Southern Alberta 
The damage has not been extensiv 
to date, owing to the fact that con 
trol measures have been adopted b 
the use of poison bait. Cutworm 
have done damage in szattcred areas 

Alfalfa cutting is under way’ in the 
irrigated districts of Southern Alberte 
and is a very excellent stand. 

‘The hay crop generally will not be 
large. From prospects, however 
there will be plenty of feed for live 
stock. The general crop prospect 
can be considered very fair.

Government Firat Suggested 
Cancellation Of War Debts 
Once more the world follows Bri- 
tain’s lead. For it was a British 
Government which first suggested the 
cancellation of war debts. A British 
Government which, for ten years, has 
stood by that offer. And Britain has 
led in other things, in all projects 
of reconstruction. Without Britain 
there could have been no League of 
Nations. Britain took the lead at 
Locarno, was driving force behind 
disarmament conferences, has done 
more than any other nation to dis- 
| arm. 

Compare her position with that of 
the United States. In 1914 the British 
Navy consisted of 146,000 officers and 
men, and that of the United States 
67,258 officers and men. Since then 
the British figure has been reduced 
by 54,000, whereas the United States 
has been increased by 47,000 up to 
1930, with the prospect of a further 
increase. 

And as on sea, so on land. 
,most of the other nations 
world maintained their standing 
armies, or increased them, Britain 
has steadily reduced, has cut her mili- 
tary outlays by millions of pounds. 
The British postwar record, in truth, 
has been one of a heroic effort to pay 
her debts, coupled with an offer to 
cance] all debts, plus an unwavering 
effort to reduce armaments, secure 
greater world understanding, and 
thus assure world peace.—Ottawa 
Journal.

London, England.—The _ British 
Government intervened dramatically 
in discussions of President Hoover's 
moratorium plan by announcing its 
“willingness” to hold a conference of 
fhe powers chiefly concerned if the 
negotiations at Paris should break 
down. 

The Associated Press learned that 
Great Britain has advised France that 
the French proposal regarding the 
Hoover plan constitutes an entire al- 
teration of the Young plan in regard 
to the question of guarantees, and it 
js understood the proposals are un- 
acceptable to Great Britain. 

Officials would not confirm this in- 
formation. 

British official anxiety concerning 
the trend of events, and its opinion 
that the matter is one of extreme ur- 
gency, are reflected in a brief com- 
munique which announced the gov- 
ernment’s decision, 

“Should no early solution be found,” 
the communique said, “the govern- 
ment have expressed their willing- 
ness—in order that an agreement 
should be reached with a minimum 
of delay—to hold a meeting of the 
powers chiefly concerned at an early 
date.”

Opening Of Air Pageant At Hamilton 
Marked With Tragedy 

Hamilton, Ont.—Five persons were 
crushed to death, in a Travelair mono- 
plane here when the pilot, attempt- 
ing to swerve to avoid a crowded 
fleld, lost control of his machine as 
the fabric on the left wing ripped 
and sent the ‘plane flying over on its 
back, |

The ‘plane had just participated in 
a “rat chase’ over the city in an’ 
effort to draw a crowd to the airport, | 
where the pageant was to have been 
held. The pilot swerved downward, 
but on account of the crowded field 
apparently changed his mind and at- | 
tempted to zoom back up, but the 
fabric of the machine was ripped 
from the left wing, and the ‘plane 
crashed about 150 feet to the ground. 
| The ‘plane was a mass of debris 
and broken parts were scattered for, 
yards around. All except Rogers, 
were dead when taken from the 
wreckage, and he died in an ambu- 
lance en route to the hospital. 

What was to have been a brilliant 
opening of a trans-Canada air tour 
to help make Canada more ‘“air- 
minded” was marked by tragedy. 

The 'plane that crashed was one of 
a numerous fleet that was to have 
travelled to the Pacific Coast and 
back after a two-day air carnival at 
Hamilton.

Kansas City, Mo.—Arthur M. Hyde,

On Radio Broadcasting 


Decision That Control Belongs To 
Dominion Parliament Not 
Unanimous 
Ottawa, Ont.—Control of radio 
broadcasting in Canada belongs to the 
Dominion parliament and not to the 
provincial legislatures. This was the! 
decision of a majority of the judges) 
of the Supreme Court of Canada,! 
handed down in the radio reference. | 

The court was not unanimous. 
Chief Justice Anglin, Mr. Justice 
Smith and Mr. Justice Newcombe 
ruled in favor of the Dominion's claim | 
to full jurisdiction over radio on the 
ground, as the chief justice put it, of 
“convenience amounting to necess-_ 
ity.” | 

In dissenting judgments, Mr. Jus- 
tice Rinfret and Mr. Justice Lamont 
held the jurisdiction of the Dominion 
was not unlimited and took the stand 
that the provinces were entitled to a 
measure of control, particularly over 
radio receiving operation.

New Constitution For Spain 


Universal Suffrage, Relgious Freedom 
and Abolition Of Titles 


Madrid, Spain—A preliminary draft 
of a new constitution providing for 
universal suffrage, religious freedom 
and abolition of all titles of nobility 
was made public by the government 
commission created some time ago 
to prepare the document 

It provides for a presidential term 
of six years, the president to be 
elected by a majority of the senate 
and the Lower House in joint session. 
There would be 240 senators divided 
equally among the ‘cultural, indus- 
trial and labor entitles,” and 470 
deputies elected by popular suffrage, 
including the vote of women 

Returns from the day's general as- 
sembly election confirm the original 
belief that the Conservative Republi- 
can-Socialists have an overwhelming 
majority in the assembly with the 
Monarchists left only five deputies 
out of more than 350 and the Com- 
munists with none at all. 


Air Mail Postage Increased 


Rate Will Be Six Cents For First 
Ounce Instead Of Five 
Moose Jaw, Sask.—Postal rates on 
airmail letters will also be affected 
by the increased rate of postage, ac- 
cording to wire notices received here 
by local postal authorities. An in- 
crease of one cent on all letters car- 
ried by air mail in Canada becomes 
effective immediately. The rate will 
now be six cents for the first ounce 
instead of five cents as formerly. 
The increase will likely be in the 
form cf a one-cent war revenue 
stamp, it is understood. The prime 
minister hoped to add $290,000 to the 
postal revenue in this manner.
